1 . SOVIET EMBASSY FISHERIES COUNSELOR ZNAMENSKIY LATE 
THURSDAY ADVISED DEPARTMENT THAT SOME ADDITIONAL INFO WAS 
NEEDED TO SUPPORT REQUEST FOR SUBJECT PORT CALL, NOTING 
THAT HE HAD NEGLECTED TO CONSULT WITH HIS NAVAL ATTACHE 
AT EMBASSY BEFORE EORWARDING ORIGINAL REQUEST TO MOSCOW. 
ZNAMENSKIY SAID HE THOUGHT EVERYONE KNEW THAT COAST GUARD 
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CUTTERS ARE MILITARY VESSELS, AND THAT COAST GUARD IS A 
MILITARY SERVICE, AND ACCORDINGLY WAS SURPRISED WHEN RE- 
QUEST WAS RETURNED FOR FURTHER INFO. HE APPARENTLY HAD 
BEEN MILDLY CHASTIZED FOR NOT BEING SPECIEIC ON THE MIL- 
ITARY CHARACTER OF THE SHIP IN HIS ORIGINAL REQUEST. HE 
SAID, HOWEVER, THAT HE REMAINS REASONABLY CONFIDENT THAT

EMBASSY FRIDAY MORNING TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL INFO AS RE- 
QUESTED. ZNAMENSKIY SUGGESTED IT MIGHT BE NECESSARY TO 
DELAY PROPOSED ITINERARY BY ONE DAY (TO ARRIVE JUNE 21) 

IN ORDER TO ALLOW SUFFICIENT TIME FOR PROCESSING REQUEST. 

2. CONTENTS REF B DISCUSSED IN DEPARTMENT AND WITH COAST 
GUARD BEFORE DELIVERING NOTE. OUR FEELING IS THAT VALUE 
OF PORT CALL, ESPECIALLY IN FISHERIES TERMS, IS WORTH 
POTENTIAL DELAY. 

3. IF EMBASSY CONSIDERS ADVISABLE, APPROACH MAY BE MADE 
TO MFA WITH CONTENTS OF NOTE QUOTED BELOW IN ATTEMPT TO 
EXPEDITE DECISION. THERE IS, OF COURSE, NO DESIRE TO CHAR- 
ACTERIZE JARVIS AS OTHER THAN AN ARMED MILITARY SHIP, BUT 
IN PEACETIME IT IS EMPLOYED, INTER ALIA, AS A FISHERIES 

LAW ENFORCEMENT UNIT PATROLLING THE BERING SEA AND GULF 
OF ALASKA WHERE IT INSPECTS PREDOMINANTLY SOVIET AND JAP- 
ANESE FISHING VESSELS. SOVIETS SHOULD BE FAMILIAR WITH 
COAST GUARD'S PRIMARY MISSIONS OF SEARCH AND RESCUE, THE 
SAFETY OF LIFE AND PROPERTY AT SEA AND LAW ENFORCEMENT.

TO TOKYO FRIDAY MORNING FOR FURTHER DELIVERY TO JARVIS IN 
HAKODATE. 

5. COAST GUARD REMAINS PREPARED TO DIVERT JARVIS TO ALT- 
ERNATE PORT OF YOKOSUKA SHOULD DECISION BE NEGATIVE OR 
DELAYED BEYOND 2000 GMT JUNE 19. 
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6. NOTE. QUOTE: THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE REFERS TO DIS- 
CUSSIONS WITH THE EMBASSY OF THE UNION OF SOVIET SOCIAL- 
IST REPUBLICS IN WASHINGTON REGARDING THE UNITED STATES 
COAST GUARD CUTTER JARVIS, AND ACCORDINGLY REQUESTS AUTH- 
ORIZATION FOR JARVIS TO MAKE A COURTESY CALL AT THE PORT 
OF NAKHODKA ABOUT JUNE 20 OR 21, 1977, FOR ABOUT THREE 
DAYS. 

THE UNITED STATES COAST GUARD CUTTER JARVIS (WHEC-725) IS 
A REGULAR SHIP OF THE COAST GUARD WITHIN THE DEPARTMENT 
OF TRANSPORTATION. THE VESSEL'S PRIMARY DUTIES ARE SEARCH 
AND RESCUE AND THE ENFORCEMENT OF FISHERIES LAWS AND REG- 
ULATIONS OF THE UNITED STATES. THE CUTTER JARVIS IS JUST 
COMPLETING A FISHERIES PATROL OF THE BERING SEA AND THE 
GULF OF ALASKA WHERE SHE HAS BEEN CONDUCTING INSPECTIONS 
OF, INTER ALIA, FISHING VESSELS OF THE SOVIET UNION PUR- 
SUANT TO THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN OUR TWO COUNTRIES ON FISH- 
ERIES. 

CALLING AT THE PORT OF NAKHODKA, HOMEPORT OF MANY SOVIET 
FISHERMEN, IS INTENDED TO DEMONSTRATE THE LONG STANDING 
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COOPERATION BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND THE SOVIET UNION 
IN INTERNATIONAL EISHERIES AND TO PROMOTE ENHANCED MUTUAL 
UNDERSTANDING IN THE IMPORTANT FIELD OF FISHERIES. IN THIS 
CONNECTION, WITH THE CONCURRENCE OE THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT, 
JARVIS WOULD BE PLEASED TO INVITE THE PEOPLE OE NAKHODKA 
TO VISIT AND TOUR THE SHIP AND HAS PREPARED "WELCOME 
ABOARD" PAMPHLETS IN THE RUSSIAN LANGUAGE WHICH EXPLAIN 
THE SHIP AND ITS FUNCTIONS. 

A REQUEST FOR A CREW LIST VISA HAS BEEN SUBMITTED TO THE 
EMBASSY SEPARATELY.
